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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to independent claims 1,11 and 15 is nothing but a limitation which was previously addressed 
in claim 26. Note that Morita teaches that based on the distance between the selected pixel and the data-line drive circuit (22), a boosted 
volatge is supplied t6 the data line X in a given period within the selection period (col. 12, lines 51-59, Fig. 9 (22, 24). Clearly, Morita's 
teaching would readover the argued limitation, which states "said period corresponding to a distance increases as a function of the 
distance from the selected row line to said end points". Note that Morita teaches varying the period , and claim limitations are interpreted 
in the broadest and reasoanable manner. Hence the final rejection stands. 
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
